Miss Lnelia Bull, a missionary 
to Japan, now taking a vacation, 
addressed the congregation of All 
Souls', on Sunday afternoon last. 
Miss Hull is a very interesting lady, 
who seems devoted to the cause of 
mission work and her address did 
not fail to interest the "deaf. She 
is a New York lady and is gener- 
ously supported in her work by 
Holy Trinity (Episcopal) Church. 
Her visit to All Souls' was largely 

Inspired by hergrowlug interest in 

deaf-mutes in Japan, 8 couple of 
whom are under her care. After 
ihe church services, she exhibited a 
photograph of 8 deaf pupil and 
numerous other interesting people 
and places in Japan. 

Miss Bull does SOI think the time 
is ripe yet for a Mission for the 
Deaf to .la pa n. Out of a popu la- 
lion of forty millions of people, 
only about, seventy thousand have 
embraced the Christian Faith under 
all the religions denominations 
working in the country. That is a 
comparatively small number, and 
il could not be expected to raise a 
congregation of deaf worshippers 
before the religion of Christ was 
more generally accepted by the 
masses. She, however, showed that 
oood progress was being made by 
the various missionaries working in 
Japan, and this, coupled with the 
fact that no serious opposition is 
offered them, bespeaks a bright 

future for Christianity in this pro- 
mising little kingdom of the East, 

!n concluding her a ib I ress. Miss 
Bull begged the prayi ra of the con 
gregation for the work, and those 
who are prosecuting it so faithfully. 
She herself expects to return io 
Japan in the course of a few months, 
and resume her duties as a Dea- 
coness. She will take with her 

a photograph of ihe missionaries to 

the deaf in America, and some 
pictures of All Souls' Church for 
(he Deaf, which the JOURNAL Com 
spondent will present to her.

heart goes out in sympathy to -t he 
widow and family of our late 
distinguished and beloved country- 
man Lord Dufferin, it. may in- 
terest some of your readers to know 
that when 1, a student al Callaudet 
College, Washington, P. S. \ . 
wrote to Lord Duffttrin, then Vice- 
roy of India, begging him to use his 
influence in obtaining educational 
advantages for the 800,000 deaf 
mules of India, who till then had 
been entirely neglected, 1 receive a 
most gracious reply, in which his 
Lordship kindly promised lo i\o 
what he could for the furtherance 
of my request. The direct result 
of this correspondence was that a 
young Indian gentleman, of good 
education, was sent to Washington 
to study the various methods of 
teaching the deaf and dumb. This 
gentleman, on hlsreturu to Calcutta, 
became the principal of the first 
scnool for the deal in the vast In- 
dian Empire. The incident helps 
to show something of the nobility 
of mind ami kindness of heart ot 
our "greatest pro consul " He did 
not consider the letter of a simple 
deaf student beneath his notice, 
out kindly condescended to reply, 

ami his reply has been so far-reach- 
ing in its effect that it is impossible 
to calculate the blessing through it 
which has been conferred on the 
"stleni" heathen of India.
